Soulja Boy, otherwise called DeAndre Cortez Way, was conceived in Chicago and afterward moved to 
Atlanta at 6 years old. He moved to Mississippi when he turned 14. Resolved to get his music vocation 
off the ground, he started transferring his tunes and verses to SoundClick in 2005. He later presented his 
music on YouTube and MySpace. Before the finish of May 2007, at 16 years old, Soulja Boy marked an 
arrangement with Interscope Records. 

In September 2007, Soulja Boy's presentation single "Wrench That (Soulja Boy)" rose to the No. 1 spot 
on the U.S. Bulletin Hot 100. At that point, he turned into the most youthful craftsman to compose, 
perform, and produce a No. 1 melody in over 20 years. Soulja Boy Net Worth Prior to that, Debbie 
Gibson held that respect when the hit melody "Absurd Beat" took the No. 1 spot on the Billboard Hot 
100 on June 25,1988. Her tune beat out Rick Astley's "As one Forever." After discharging "Wrench That 
(Soulja Boy)," the rapper discharged the melody "Kiss Me Thru the Phone," which rose to the No. 3 spot 
on the Billboard Hot 100. In 2019, Soulja Boy worked up some debate during a meeting on The Breakfast 
Club radio show when he asserted he trained Drake all that he knows with regards to rapping. "You 
know, I instructed Drake all that he knows. Please, man. Quit playing with me. You realize that," he 
revealed to Entertainment Tonight after his meeting with The Breakfast Club. "In the event that you 
tune in to Drake's first single... he duplicated my entire bar in exactly the same words and my rhythm 
and my stream from my melody. Can I simply get my credit?" 

Soulja Boy likewise stood out as truly newsworthy for his quarrel with R&B craftsman Chris Brown. Their 
fight began after Soulja Boy "preferred" Karruche Tran's Instagram photograph. Dark colored, who used 
to date Tran, was agitated with the "like." Things got so warmed between the rappers they intended to 
battle each other in a superstar fight (Mike Tyson consented to prepare Chris Brown and Floyd 
Mayweather consented to prepare Soulja Boy). Be that as it may, the battle was later canceled. In 2010, 
Soulja Boy was named to Forbes' Hip-Hop Cash Kings list. At that point, a lot of his riches was from 
visiting and ringtone downloads. He earned $7 million that year. In 2016, the craftsman marked a five- 
year underwriting manage World Poker Fund Holdings. A few distributions revealed the arrangement 
was worth $400 million, albeit Digital Music News says a source disclosed to them the arrangement was 
worth under $1 million. 

A World Poker Fund delegate revealed to Billboard they collaborated with the rapper due to his impact. 
They called Soulja Boy "one of most powerful urban performers and craftsman via web-based 
networking media today." Soulja Boy is a rapper and record maker from Chicago, Illinois. He is broadly 
perceived for his introduction single in 2007 'Wrench That (Soulja Boy)'. From that point forward he has 
been effectively advancing and playing out his music and today, Soulja Boy's total assets has amassed to 
$30 million. Soulja Boy, also called DeAndre Cortez Way, was conceived on the 28th of July, 1990, in 
Chicago, Illinois; however moved to Atlanta, Georgia with his family when he was only six years of age. 

At the point when he was only 14 years of age his dad gave him an account studio to start his melodic 
profession. Quite a bit of Soulja Boy's prosperity has originated from the web. 

In 2005 he posted one of his absolute first melodies on the site SoundClick and subsequent to getting a 
positive reaction from it he assisted his vocation by making records and proceeding to share his music 
on different stages. In 2007 he discharged his hit tune 'Wrench That' that made number one on the U.S. 



Announcement Hot 100, and this prompted him being marked to Interscope Records. His second and 
third collections were not as fruitful, with the third collection arriving at an untouched low for the 
performer. From that point onward, he started discharging various mixtapes from 2011 to 2014 and 
discovered significant achievement in doing as such. In 2014 he was marked onto the Universal Music 
Group. From that point forward he has discharged a few mixtapes, singles, collections, and recordings 
which have incredibly added to his prosperity. Starting at 2020, Soulja Boy's total assets is $30 million.
